ALBERTA BEEF SOLD AT | 
BG PROF IN CHICA 


Despite the Duty, Which Was Intend- 
ed to Be Prohibitive, George Lane, | 
of Calgary, Sells With Gain on the | 

American Market, 


Special to the Bulletin. 

Chicago, Nov. 21.—George Lane, Al- 
berta’s cattle King, reached Chicago 
yesterday with a train of beef, ma- 
tured on the Afberta range, that sold 
to local packers at $8.75 per owt. At 
these prices the Canadian dealers are 
able to pay exhorbitant freight 
charges and a duty of $27 per head, 
that was intended to be prohibitive, 
and earn $1 per owt. net, over the 
possibilities of the home markets. 

Some thirty thousand Canadian 
cattle have crossed the boundary this 
season that would have found the ex- 
port outiet under normal conditions 
They have shown up numerously at 
Chicago, Buffalo, Pittsburg, New York 
and middle eastern points, but the 
movement is tapering off. All these 
cattle would Rave lost heavily had 
they had no other outlet than the 
Canadian market, which has been 
badly congested, 

Lane asserts that Western Canada 
is full of feed, and if the duty could 
be eliminated a quarter million stock 
cate would be bought in the Unit- 
ed States this fall and taken up there 
for Gnishing purposes. Under pres- 
ent conditions, however, the Canadian 
grower is dependent on the American 
market for profit. Lang says that un- 
less congreas eliminates that obstacle, 
Canada will be compelled to repress 
her productive energy.

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THE CANADIAN 
PARLIAMENT IS 


NOWIN SESSION 


Formal Opening of Second Session 
of Twelfth Parliament a 
Brilliant Affair. 

SESSION IS EXPECTED 
TO BE MEMORABLE ONE 


Full Attendance of Members of 
House of Commons for Open- 
ing Ceremonies. 


Ottawa, Ont., Nov. 21.—With all the 
pomp and ceremony of an old world’s 
function, the Duke of Connaught 
opened this afternoon the second 
session of the twelfth Parliament of 
Canada, Weather conditions were 
ideal. It was a beautiful fall day at 
the capital, almost 6ummerlike in its 
warmth, As the Governor General 
drove up to the Parliament Buildings, 
escorted by the Princess Louise Dra- 
goon Guards, he was loudly cheered 
by crowds which lined the route. The 
sight on Parliament Hall, where His 
Royal Highness was saluted by a 
guard of honor, furnished by the Gov- 
ernor-General’s Foot Guards, was a 
brilliant one. 

As he reached the entrance, the 
cannon on Nepean Point tboomed cout 
the customary salute, the firing being 
done by the 23rd fleld battery. His 
Royal Highness war attended by Col. } 
Lowther, his military secretary, and a 
staff of aides-de-camp, all gay in bril- 
liant acariet uniforms. Her Royal 
Highness the Duchess of Connaught 
and the Princess Patricia arrived be- 
fore the Duke, 

The scene in the’ chamber was ex- 
ceptionally brilliant, Around the 
throne were grouped Premier Borden, 
in his Windsor uniform; the members 
of the cabinet and the officers of the 
headquarters staff. tae pts cnt of the 
Supreme Court bench, garbed in their 
striking scarlet robes, were also pre- 
sent, On the floor of the chamber 
were the wives and daughters of the 
Senators and members, The galler- 
jes were crowded with prominent pub- 
lic men and society folk from all parts 
of Canada. 

In the Commons chamber there 
were few absentees when Black Rod 
came to summon the members to the 
Senate. 

The usual interest in the session, 
which is regarded by the incoming 
members as likely to be one of the 

st memorable since confedration, 
has brought the members of the 
Commons to Ottawa early. By this 
morning's train members poured in by 
the score. Black Rod made his three 
formal bows to the Speaker and was 
loudly cheerd by the members, who 
were in a most festive moods Led by 
the Speaker, the Commoners trooped 
into the Senate chamber, where, 
standing behind the ber, they listened 
to the reading by hte Governor-Gen- 
eral of the following speech from the 
throne: 

Honorable gentiemen of the Senate’ 
Gentlemen of the House of Commons 
I have during the past summer spent 
several months in visiting the principis 
cities and towns of Canada from coast 
to coast, and have endeavored to make 
myself, as far as poss sible, acquainted
